firms involved in the export report on brown-coal briquettes and additional notes | L 
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Page 3 is a letter* dated $L May 1951# fro® the Import Department of the ministry for Intra- 
German and Foreign Trade and Materials .Supply to the Export Department. it deals with briquette 
sales and the procurement of phosphates from the intra-German briquette allocation. c even hun- 
dred thousand tons of briquettes which were earmarked for intra-Goman trad® were turned over 
to foreign trade for procurement of phosphates. Only 50, (XX) tons of that quantity had been 
whltgnfcMfc allocated by 31 'ey 1951 in a barter transaction (raw phosphate for briquet tee) with 
France. Since, under present conditions, superphosphates can be bought only against foreign 
exchange, purchases £ of phosphates are dependent upon foreign exchange receipts from briquette 
sales. A number of offers for super and Thoms phosphates have been submitted from Belgium and 
Luxemburg, k quick decision is necessary to prevent sale to other users. This x*y be the last 
chance in 1951 for procuring this item, which is in short supply. Immediate information is re- 
quested regarding the foreign exchange situation from the sale of briquettes. 


Document 4 is a letter, dated $0 May 1951# addressed to the oviet Control loranission, 
attention Mr Grishayev, Berlin-f arlshorst . It requests permission for the barter transaction 
with the French firm Atic (50,000 tons of brown-coal briquettes for 50,000 tons of raw phos- 
phate - mentioned above) . According to a notation on the letter the requested permission was 
apparently received. 


Pag* 5 of this report is a copy of a 27 April 1951 letter addressed to the ovist Control 
Commission requesting permission for a barter transaction with France involving 30,000 tons of 
brown-coal briquettes. Permission apparently was not forthcoming at that tine, since, according 
to a notation, dated 5 May 1951, on the copy, the Soviet authorities requested further details 
on this transaction. The above mentioned letter of 38 May 1951 was apparently the result of this 
request for specifications. The quantity was then increased to 50,000 tons. 


Fage 6 of the report is the reply, dated 6 Jims# 1951, to the letter of 31 May 1951. It± 
is addressed to Mr Fchultefeen / import Department/ by the Main Department for Foreign Trade, 
Expert division. The following offers for sale of briquettes were made by the German Foreign 
Trade Agency (prices in dollars per ton): To Holland, 20,000 tons at 10. 50, fob ©stock, £ & 
70,000 tons at 10.25, fob Rostock} return transaction, 50,000 - 100,000 tons at 10.50 / no 
product given - perhaps phosphates/. To Denmark, 5O»O00 tons at 10.25 and 50,000 tons at 10.50, 
both fob Restock. To North Africa (TBS Hamburg), 50,000 tons at 10 . 25 , fob Rostock. To Switzer- 


land, 5,000 tens at 10.00, fob G0S* To Rosenthal Porcelain A .3,, no figures given 
24,000 teas at 12.00, fob Fief ersf elden. Other negotiations ere pending.
